Pending compliance with this 
order, the FCC denied WGST’s ap- 
plication for a renewal of its li- 
cense. But at the same time, FCC 


til Dec. 18, next. Upon full com- 
pliance with the FCC’s order, 
Georgia Tech may apply to FCC 
for a renewal of its license. 

Speaking in reference to the 
FCC order, Frank M. Spratlin, 
chairman of the radio committee 
of the board of regents of the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia—the 
committee which now operates the 
station—said yesterday that Geor- 
gia Tech and Station WGST would 
comply in every respect with the 
FCC’s latest order and would abro- 
gate the contract to which the 
FCC took exception. The FCC, 
said Spratlin, demanded that Geor- 
gia Tech, which owns the station, 
also operate it. This Georgia Tech 
is now doing, said Spratlin. 
STATEMENT BY SPRATLIN 

Spratlin’s formal statement fol- 
lows: 

“The action of the Communica- 
tions Commission today is merely 
a formality carrying out its pre- 
vious determination, which re- 
quired WGST to stop further com- 
pliance with a contract with 
Southern Broadcasting Company 
stockholders and to file a new ap- 
plication. We have complied with 
this decision fully and are in 
process of filing a new applica- 
tion. The action of the commis- 
sion means that the way is now 
clear for our license to be granted 
promptly.” 

The records show the history of 
the situation is as follows: 

In 1932, the Georgia School of 
Technology leased station WGST 
to the Southern Broadcasting Co., 
of which Clarence Calhoun was 
the moving spirit. This lease was 
to run until 1950, 

LEASE ABROGATED 

Two years ago the FCC frowned 
upon this lease and demanded that 
the Georgia School of Technology, 
owner of the station, abrogate the 
lease and operate the station itself. 
a Georgia Tech proceeded to 

oO. 

In abrogating the lease and in 
taking over the operation of the 
station, Georgia Tech found it nec- 
essary to reimburse the operating 
company for the station’s equip- 
ment. To do this, Georgia Tech en- 
tered into a contract, good until 
1950, whereby the Southern 
Broadcasting Co., Inc., obtained a 
percentage of the profits during 
the life of the contract. 

The FCC has now demanded 
that this contract be terminated. 
It says that upon proof of compli- 
ance with its directive it will grant 
the station’s application for a re- 
newal of its license.

Another 
measure puts air commerce under 
the supervision of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission, The 
senate defeated the latter plan, 
and then voted to reconsider it.

Creation of the Georgia Devel- 
opment Authority — the “Baby 
RFC”—is proposed in another bill 
on the senate calendar. Another 
senate bill calls for constructing a 
prison for incorrigibles.

NOTIFIED OF ELECTION 

A delegation led by President 
Felix “Gouin, Socialist, of the as- 
sembly notified De Gaulle at his 
Neuilly villa of his election as 
head of the first free, formally 
constituted parliamentary govern- 
‘ment since 1940. De Gaulle wore 
civilian clothing. 

“I cannot give you an imme- 
diate reply,” De Gaulle said. ‘“Nat-

He told them that his government be- 
lieved in’ individual freedom, in free 
press and speech and religion as devotedly 
as any nation. No attempt will be made 
to destroy it. 


He said something, too, that is ideal- 
istic but not beyond the attainment of 
the peoples of the earth if ever they can 
put down the evils of suspicion, greed, 
hatred and fear. He said: 


“IT hope to see a world as orderly as a 
well-run town, with ¢itizens diverse in 
character, but co-operating for the com- 
mon good.”

Lewis Plans 


Attack on CIO 


John L. Lewis dominates the Management- 
Labor Conference at Washington. 
His objectives are not clear. 

For the moment they appear to be not plural, but singular—an 
attack on the CIO and its president, Phil Murray. 

For Lewis this November is an anniversary of a fight he lost, 
but out of which he salvaged prestige and position. 

It was in 1941 that Lewis was leading a fight against America’s 
foreign policy of aid to the nations fighting Germany. Whether he 
wanted it or not, he had the support of all the forces grouped around 
“America First.” 

As he rode the Communist horse in his fight within CIO, so he 
rode the America First and even the Gerald Smith-Father Coughlin 
horse in his effort to prevent CIO, in November, 1941, from indors- 
ing the Roosevelt policy. Coughlin’s paper had carried the banner, 
“American Labor, Follow Lewis.” 


: He had cut the last personal strings with Phil 
Strings Cut Murray a few days before. For 20 years Murray 
had worked with him in the United Mine Workers of America. 
After a futile meeting he had walked a little way from the hotel and 
then, holding out his hand, had said, “Well, Phil, it was nice know- 
ing you.” 

Murray, always gentle, was in tears telling about it. 

He was to be in tears, uncomprehending and deserted by those 
with whom he had worked half a lifetime, when Lewis later decided 
to fire him from the UMWA for accepting the presidency of the 
CIO, which Lewis had urged upon him a year before. 

Since the CIO, headed by those who were his lieutenants 
in the fight to create CIO and make it a major labor organization, 
refused to follow him he had, with the ruthless quality he has 
shown in all fights, cut them off. They became his enemies so 
long as they were not for him. There is, in John L. Lewis’ 
methods, something of the old Mosaic law of an eye for an eye 
and a tooth tor a tooth: 

It was in November, 1941, that he won his fight to force the 
“captive” coal mines (those owned and operated entirely for steel 
mills) into his union’ He won this, while he lost his fight to 
keep the CIO from indorsing the program of aid to the nations 
opposing Germany. 

Ironically enough, the decision was announced on Sunday morn- 
ing, Dec. 7, 1941. Not many persons remembered it. At noon 
that day the Japanese settled John L, Lewis’ foreign policy along 
with that of everyone else—they attacked at Pearl Harbor. 
The AFL It is not likely that John L. Lewis’ paramount inter- 

7 est in the Labor-Management Conference is a settle- 
ment. It may be, but there is room for doubt. 

There are, for him and the AFL, tremendous stakes. 

John L. Lewis, once the implacable foe of William Green (“I 
have examined the mind of William Green and there is nothing 
in it”), now has the support of the same William Green. 

Together they have needled CIO’s Phil Murray, patient and 
gentle and not a good man in a rough-and-tumble fight. He lacks 
especially the gift of being able to reply in kind. Murray wants 
to discuss wages. Lewis can’t discuss wages. He has signed a 
contract. The AFL craft unions include a majority with contracts. 


Only CIO’s great majority of workers are without contracts. 

So, Lewis needles them, asking why they demand so puny 
a wage increase. Skillfully he plays upon the disaffection and 
discontent in the automobile and aircraft unions where there is 
vast unemployment. 


Return Lewis sees another chance to destroy CIO, not entirely, 
but to so weaken and wreck it that it will no longer be 
a force, 

Apparently all is set for Lewis and his half million miners to 
return to the AFL. This will take place in January. 

It must be kept in mind the AFL never really puts a strong 
man forward as president. Power in the AFL rests entirely with 
the executive committee. The AFL president is just “window 
dressing. 

Dave Dubinsky, of the garment workers, long ago left CIO 
fo return to the AFL. Bill Hutcheson, head of the Carpenters, 
also wants Lewis. A place will be found for him on the executive 
council, Then the AFL will have to deal with the man whose 
entire record is one of a fight for entire control. 

There will follow the greatest raid attack labor has ever known, 
The house of CIO will shake, if it does not fall. 

Lewis may prefer a labor-management meeting in 1946.

To Dig Ditch Easier 
Than To Write Novel 


Atlanta is so frequently host to more or less 
erudite literary luminaries, as well as having 
acclaimed not a small number of her own citi- 

zens who have seen their names on the covers of books on the 
shelves of our stores, it might be worth the space to devote a 
column to the general subject of novel writing. 

Not that I have ever written a novel. For several reasons. 
First, I have not the ability. Second, I have never had the time. 
Third, I am too lazy. 

For writing a novel is, it has always seemed to me, a huge job. 
If you want to avoid the heavier forms of labor in_ pro- 
viding a living for yourself, my advice would be to choose ditch 
digging, blacksmithing, piano moving or any form of comparative 
light labor, before trying to write novels. 

The sheer physical labor of putting together, in the right order 
and poorly punctuating a few hundred thousand words is frighten- 
ing. -The most modern and smoothest running typewriter can't 
make this anything less than a job of heavy labor. 

Remember, too, that most conscientious novelists write many 
times the number of words that finally get into print. I have heard 
that one local novelist, whose most recent book ran to 400,000 words 
when printed, actually wrote 400,000 typewritten pages, editing out 
the excess wordage until he got it down to reasonable size. 

Again, if you are going in for that form of writing, you’ll prob- 
ably have to make three or four different copies of your work 
before it is fit for the publisher. Changing and revising and cor- 


recting and so forth. 

: The late Dudley Glass was, not infre- 
Short Stories, Too quently, asked why he didn’t try his 
hand at short story writing. It was obvious, from his daily news- 
paper work, he had the gift, the ability. He had one reply. There 
was more work involved in short story writing than warranted by 
the financial return. “I can use the same amount of effort I'd 
have to put into a short story, in other forms of writing, and 
make more money,” he would say. 

Not, mind you, that some novelists and some short story 
writers don’t make incomes impressive in ’most any financial so- 
ciety. But, compared to the number who try, the number who 
reach the top tax brackets are so few the percentage of chance 
that you can be one of these literary gods is small. Infinitely 
smaller than your chances of reaching the big money as a mer- 
chant, a banker, an engineer or a manufacturer. 

And don’t think there is any closed shop against new writers 
among publishers, either of books or magazines. They are all con- 
stantly seeking new writers. But any one of them will confess 
how few, of all the manuscripts of hopeful aspirants, are worth 
the cost of putting into type. 


~ The truth is that the writing of fiction is a 
It Is a Profession highly specialized profession, which takes 
study and long practice to master. Behind every ‘“‘first- 
novelist’ whose story implies the book was just written, at odd 
moments, without interference with the regular job, is, if the 
truth were known, the inherent gift developed by much reading, 
thinking and writing practice. 

The trouble is it is a profession no one can tell, in detail, 
how to acquire. There are schools and colleges that have courses 
in fiction writing. They can be of great value to the aspirant. 
But they can’t make a professional author out of anyone who hasn’t 
that something within him no teacher can instill. 

To a large degree the novelist must be self-taught at his job 
Outside teachers can give him much polish, much technique, but 
he has to feel and struggle, by trial and error, at his own mastery 


of the art. 
me. In addition to the actual labor, manual 

Preliminary Work and mental, of creating the novel, there 
must be much preliminary study, reading, research, No novel worth 
the name but treated of a period, an area, a type of people, a 
science, a trade And such treatment must be accurate. One error 
and hundreds of readers will write, gleefully pointing it out. The 
successful novelist must know the background, the detail, of every 
theme he tackles, 

I tell you’, the amount of work involved in producing a worth- 
while novel is so heavy it is. frightening. 

And don’t ever forget that mental labor is, with most people, 
as exhausting, physically, as is manual work. Even more so, 

And. in conclusion, if any publisher tells me, irate, that this 
column will tend to discourage embryo authors, I have one true 
and sure retort. 

You can’t discourage ‘em! No matter the labor, no matter the 
disappointments, no matter the sacrifice, the would-be best-seller 
will stick to his typewriter until he is too weak to hit a key.

The chemist was Prof. R. Kuhn, 
of the University of Heidelberg; 
the basis of the new drug was a 
synthetic preparation of benzil. 

Lack of an anti-infection agent 
as good as penicillin was one of 
the great drawbacks of German 
military medicine during the war 
and extreme efforts naturally 
were made to supply something 
of the sort. The new drug, so far 
es could be learned by Army in- 
vestigators, still was in the experi- 
mental stage when the war ended.

Double A Clubs 
May Add an A 


DURHAM, N. C., Nov. 13. — 
(UP)—Creation of an AAA minor 
league with the American Asso- 
ciation, the International and Pa- 
cific Coast Leagues as members, 
will be proposed in one of the 51 
amendments to be considered at 
the annual minor league meeting 
at Columbus, O., Dec. 5, 6 and 7, 
it was announced today. 

Now in the double A minors, 
along with the Southern Associa- 
tion, which recently was elevated 
to that group, the Association, In- 
ternational and Pacific leagues are 
seeking the new and higher classi- 
fication as a means to obtain high- 
er draft prices for their players 
and other benefits. 

Under the amendment, one of 
14 proposed by those three cir- 
cuits, the new classification would 
not include the Southern League 
as the latter does not have the 
population requirements. The 
other 13 amendments would cover 
the new draft prices and other 
changes required if the new classi- 
fication is established. 

Perhaps” the most important 
amendment which the National 
Association of Baseball Leagues 
will be asked to consider is one 
which would take most of the 
power away from the office of 
baseball commissioner, a post now 
held by A. B. (Happy) Chandler. 

The proposal asks that no major- 
minor league rule or national as- 
sociation agreement provision or 
any act taken.in compliance with 
such rules be considered or con- 
strued to be detrimental to base- 
ball. Under the power of the 
office when the late Judge K. M. 
Landis held it, the commissioner 
could rule on anything which he 
considered detrimental to the 
game. Thus, Landis could over. 
rule any action taken by the 
leagues or club owners and was 
given almost unlimited authority 
to interpret every baseball rule 
and regulation.
